Son of Georgian Wins Death Race 
In Airplane Trip From Calitornia

He had been 
in ill health for some time. 

The deceased was president of the

tions here, in Atlanta-and elsewhere. 

For many years he had taken an 
active part in the business and civic

We think you canrt 
make people temperate by passing a 
prohibition law and that you cannot 
make industry prosperous by putting 
u» a tariff wall which drives manufac- 
turers to other countries, so that they 
employ foreign labor there instead of 
domestic labor here.”

ex-Councilman York, the state court 
of appeals Wednesday handed down 
for the first time decisions in the 
city graft cases. 

Taylor's demurrer was erroneously 
overruled, under the well-established 
rule that a person cannot be bribed 
to do something entirely outside of his 
official duties, it was pointed oft. 
“The indictment in this case does not 
charge the offense of bribery,” the 
appellate court held. Taylor was con- 
victed on one count of a 25-count 
bribery indictment. 

After considering numerous points 
of alleged error in the York case, the 
court of appeals held that the con- 
tentions of York were without merit 
and there was no reversible error in 
the trial. York was convicted on five 
counts of a six-count bribery indict- 
ment. 

York To Begin Term. 

While Taylor is at liberty under 
bond pending the outcome of his ap- 
peals on two other convictions, York 
is under sentence to report to prison 
authorities February 15 to begin a 
12 months’ sentence under a plea of 
guilty in another case. 

In both the Taylor and York cases, 
the court of appeals held that a city 
officer is an officer of government or 
of justice within the definition of the 
bribery statute. However, the court 
upheld Taylor’s demurrer that insist- 
‘ed it was “not a part of the duties 
of the clerk of general @ouncil to pro- 
cure passage and adoption by general 
council of an ordinance authorizing 
the said paving.” The indictment had 
charged Taylor with receiving $500 
from M. P. Roane to get certain side- 
walks paved on West Peachtree. 

“There is no ordinance set out in 
the indictment that indicates in any 
way that it was in the line of the 


duties of the clerk of council to pro- 
cure the passage and adoption of any 
ordinance or resolution,” the court 
said. “Indeed, it is clear from the 
charter of the city of Atlanta and 
amendments thereto that the contrary 
is true.” 
Doubt Favors Accused. 
Concurring specially in the Taylor 
decision, Judge Bloodworth said: “I 
will adopt the suggestion laid down 
by Bishop in his work on ‘Statutory 
Crimes’ that when in doubt on such 
questions ‘such rights are to weigh 
onty in favor of the accused.’ ”’ 
The several mistrial motions in the 
York case were without merit, the 
court of appeals held. Evidence

The 
number who weren't compared with 
the April unemployment census sit- 
uation, will set, a new standard in 
nation-wide relief calculations. 

The day before the census taker 
calls was adopted by the census bu- 
reau as a basis of determining un- 
employment. ‘This was done, the bu- 
reau experts explained, because many 
a wife would answer the doorbell.

“That there has been a material 
change in. unemployment conditions 
since April is edeeautatand by all,” 
said the bureau officials. 

Census bureau machines will be 
set to work with the arrival of the 
first set of schedules to determine the 
extent of that change. 

A summary was compiled at the 
bureau today of the April status of 
15 out of the 20 cities with a com- 
bined population of 13,129,422. Of 
this number. 514,322 were out of 
work and looking for a job; 89,954 
on lay-off without pay; 26,103 out 
of a job and unable to work; 31,921 
having jobs but idle because of ill- 
ness; 12,466 out of jobs and not 
looking for work; 8,907 having jobs 
but voluntarily idle without pay; 
and 9,685 having jobs and drawing 
pay though not at work.

“T cannot state too strongly my 
firm belief that the Bethelehem profit- 
sharing system has resulted to its 
great advantage and I shall gladly de- 
fend it with any stockholders who 
may question its propriety in any re- 
spect.” ,

PLANS COMPLETED 
FOR THREAD PLANT 


Huge Clark C om pany 
Project Believed Close 
to Consummation. 


Completion of construction plans for 
the huge textile mill to be located in 
Cobb county#as outlined in communi- 
eation from J. E. Sirrine & Company, 
Greenville, engineers in charge, was 
seen Wednesday as the latest step to- 
ward early establishment of the Clark 
Thread Company's proposed southern 
branch thread mill. 


The construction plans made public 
for the first time include four mill 
structures to be erected on the Cobb 
county site. Of these, the central plant 
will be three stories high and have a 
length of nearly 500 feet. It will house 
the main textile operations and, ac- 
cording to original plans, have a ca- 
pacity of 40,000 spindles. The other 
plant buildings are a two-story “open- 
er room,’ a warehouse two stories 
high and a one-story boiler house. 

In an announcement made through 
r.presentatives of the Clark Thread 
Company about ten days ago it was 
pointed out that the plant would he 
located between Powder Springs and 
Austell in Cobb county, pending satis- 
factory closing of options on the 1,000,- 
acre site. Indication that progress in 
this direction hasy;met with expecta- 
tions and that an early start on ac- 
tual construction work would be made, 
was seen in Wednesday's announce- 
ment of construction plans contained 
in the engineers’ communication. 

Steel and Brick Building. 

The general description of -the type 
of buildings planned for the Clark 
Thread Company's southern project, 
given out by J. E. Sirrine & Company. 
calls for a structural steel frame with 
brick curtain walls, three stories high, 
133 1-2 feet deep and 498 feet long 
for the central building. It will have 
pine sub-flooring and ample tap on all 
floors, and the roof will be pine planks 
treated with sufficient insulation and 
tar and gravel roofing. 

The warehouse will be of brick 
and wood, two stories high with three 
compartments, each 50 by 100 feet. 
The opener room structure will be of 
the same type as the warehouse in 
construction and measure 50 by 100 
feet. The boiler house will be 45 by 
30 feet and will have a fire protec- 
tion reservoir of concrete with 500,- 
QOO gallons capacity. 

One of the world’s largest concerns 
manufacturing cotton thread, the 
Clark Thread Company's’ southern 
plant is:intended to be one of the 
main units of the system of mills, 
which now embraces 300,000 spindles 
in plants at Newark, East Newark 
and Bloomfield, N. J. 

$1,000,000 Investment. - 


The Cobb county plant is to repre- | 


sent an investment in excess of 
$1,000,000 and to employ more than 
1,000 workers. The site selected is 
less than 20 miles from Atlanta and 
the development is looked upon as one 
of the most important industrial ac- 
quisitions for this section.

SEVERE TEMBLO 
AT MEXICO cHTY 


Buildings Rock as Terror- 
Stricken People Pray in 
Streets. 


MEXICO CITY, Jan. 14.—(?)— 
The sharpest earthquake felt in Mexico 
City in 19 years caused at least one 
death and four injuries tonight, at the 
same time starting fires in two parts 
of the city, crackling buildings and 
throwing the inhabitants into panic. 

A woman was killed by a falling 
wall in San Antonio Abad street, 


while four persons were injured by 
falling objects in houses. 

The shock began-at 6:48 p. m. 
(7:48 p. m. central standard time) 
and for two minutes shook buildings 
with a rolling motion. Minor quakes 
continued for some five minutes after 
the principal shock. 

Electric lights went out, power 
lines were broken and telephone serv- 
ice was interrupted for some time. 

Frightened inhabitants ran eut of 
their homes in terror as they began to 
move. Despite a downpour of rain, 
with vivid flashes of lightning adding 
to their consternation, they dashed to 
the streets and prayed for divine pro- 
tection. 

Increasing their alarm was a pe- 
culiar yellow light which, pierced by 
streaks of lightning, was visible in 
the sky at the time of the temblor 
and continued for an hour. 

Many were looking for the worst, 
for the shocks followed a three-day 
period of cold weather, unusual for 
this city. 

Much suffering was in evidence, 
as heating apparatus in general is 
poor and many had no heavy cloth- 
ing. Hundreds who had never been 
out of the capital saw their first 
snow. 

With this as a forerunner, thou- 
sands were ready to believe that the 
worst had happened when their homes 
began ta rock.

During the War of 1812, when stupidity and sectional jealousy and 
foolish blunders had enmeshed the country in a net from which escape 
with dignity seemed impossible, untold thousands hated their own gov- 
ernment more than they hated England and the money-lovers traded with 
the enemy in open defiance of law and decency. 

When the southern states, outvoted by the mahufacturing north, 
tried to withdraw, from the Union—and did in fact. secede and sét up a 
government of their own—money-mad manufacturers of arms, with fac- 
tories located in Baltimore, New Yerk and New England, continued to 
fill orders from private citizens and state governments in the south four 
months. after Jefferson Davis had assumed office as provisional president 
of the Confederate States of America. zc 

From the very beginning of white civilization in America—when in 
defiance of law men sold rum and guns to the Indians—traitors have 
grown more and more bold, until in the last great war the one desire of 
millions was to rob their country while the robbing was easy. 

We are not, in any exact sense, a nation of loyal citizens. We are a 
conglomerate mass of many races and sections and factions, each intent 
on getting all it can at the expense of the others and brazenly determined 
to thwart any plan or undertaking begun without its approval. 

Our selfishness and\petty stubbornness and greed are delivering us 
oe and helpless into the hands of criminals against whom we have no 

efense. 

Day by day the racketeers grow greater in riches and power. And 
history repeats itself as men who claim the right to do as they please 
undermine their liberty by trading with the enemy.

“Operating under provisions of the 
national defense act, the war depart- 
ment has mapped out a comprehen- 
sive scheme for industrial mobiliza- 
tion in time of war. This program 
is being worked out under Assistant 
Secretary of War Payne, with the 
co-operation of varied industrial in- 
terests. 

“For ten years, selected officers 
have been studying the situations un- 
der which our national security might 
be jeopardized and have determined 
the kinds and amounts of supplies 
needed in such emergencies. 

“These requirements in supplies 
constitute the army’s ‘shopping list’ 
for war. On it are thousands of dif- 
ferent items, ranging from a two- 
penny nail to a 20-ton tank. Many 
of them are-of a very special nature 
and are nut produced in this country 
in time of peace. ‘There is no use 
taking such an order to the neighbor- 
hood store or even to the greatest

“The problem is to ascertain where 
and when the needed things can 
manufactured. For years we have 


been searching out and listing fac-’

1931, when a Tide team, believed 
one of the most powerful in Dixie 
history, defeated Washington 
State College, 24 to 0. 

Last winter Wade accepted a con- 
tract to coach at Duke University 
and it isn’t recorded that Alabama 
alumni made any aggressive moves to 
hold their coach. Wade finished his 
last year at Alabama with the great- 
est record in the history of the school, 
partly resulting from an unusually 
difficult schedule. 


However, he spoke like a veteran and betrayed no emotion.

“There are three principal reasons

~150-ROOM ADDITION 


Contract Awarded for Im- 


provements at Cost of 
$300,000. 


MACON, Ga., Jan. 14.—()—Con- 
tract for building an addition of 150 
rooms and three dining rooms, and 
remodeling the present building of te 
Hotel Dempsey, amounting to approx- 
imately $300,000, has been awarded to 
Angle Blackford, of Greensboro, N. C., 
it was announced Wednesday. Actual 
construction will begin May 1. 

In announcing letting of the con- 
tract, Herbert M. Block, manager, said 
the addition is not being made to fill 
present needs of Macon, since the hotel 
as it now stands is sufficient to meet 
demands. but is being done “through 
faith in the future growth and develop- 
ment of Macon.” 

The contract was let by the Hotel 
Dempsey Company, of which N. M. 
Block is president. . 

The addition will take in the pres- 
ent sites of the Macon Shoe Company 
and Rothschild, on Third’ street, and 
extend to the alley of the same block, 
which is now the location of the hotel 
work shop. It will extend to the 
present height of the building, nine 
floors, 

The construction will be of steel 
framing which is now being made from 
specifications of the architect, and 
pressed brick. Each of the 150 rooms 
will have bath and running ice water, 
and the arrangement and furnishings 
will be modern, Mr. Block said. _ 

There will be three private dining 
rooms on the second floor, one of 
which will seat 450 persons at dinner. 
This will cater particularfy to con- 
vention meetings and banquets. 

The Third street side of the new 
building will have two modern stores. 
During construction work the Macon 
Shoe Company will occupy the present 
front dining room of the Hotel Demp- 
sey. 

The contract calls for completion of 
the work in seven months, the new 
addition to be opened before 1932. 

Plans worked out by the hotel com- 
pany and the contractor are for con- 
struction work to start from inside 
the ground to be occupied, and the 
alleyway will used for transport- 
ing material. No sidewalk will be 
blocked for any long period of time, 
Mr. Block said.

The house -naval affairs comméttee 
voted today to authorize $74,030,000 
for construction to augment naval 
forces that operate on, over and under |" 
the sea. 

It approved a bill for that amount 
but declined, by 9 to 7, to indorse 
Secretary ‘Adams’ recommendation 
that an additional $16,605,000 be 
spent ona six-inch-gun cruiser. 


e measure would allow the navy 
to build a radically different fighting 
ship—a cruiser to cost $20,780,000 
aml carry 36 airplanes. Chairman 
Britten said it is “barely possible 
that all future cruiser tonnage will be 
that class of ship” since experts pre- 
dict it may revolutionize naval war- 
fare. 

In addition, the bill would provide 
for 280 airplanes, 150 to be built out 
of funds allotted to the ships. Five 
million dollars is set aside for the re- 
maining 130. It carries $27,650,000 
for a 114-plane airplane carrier, $17,- 
600,008 for four submarines and $3,- 
000,000 for experimentation with 
Diesel engines. 

. Besides this construction, the navy 
is asking an appropriation of $5,300,- 
000 for a destroyer leader and $47,- 
000,000 for 10 destroyers already au- 
thorized, Pending legislation would al- 
low $30,000,000 more fo modernize 
three battleships and appropriations 
will be asked for the $5,000,000 Sun- 
nyvale, Cal., air base and about $3,- 
000,000 for the sister ship to the 
dirigible Akron now under construc- 
tion. 

Britten said since the navy general 
board had favored eight-inch-gun ves- 
sels over the six-inch-gun type, the 
committee felt it was not advisable 
to authorize construction of the small- 
er ship. The United States és allowed 
80,000 tons of additional cruisers un- 
der the London treaty, he said, and 
the committee decided it would be “in- 
advisable to sacrifice any cruiser ton- 
nage on which landing decks could be 
employed.” 

The bill prov ides that construction 
of the vessels and planes be com- 
pletel at the “earliest practicable 
date.”
